An Unsxown Diszass.—The Japan Mail 
the 2nd instant states: —* A strange.and ap- 
parently unknown disease has made its ap- 
pearance in the Miura district of Kanagawa 
refecture, that ia to esy, in the region ly- 
tng about Cape Misaki. Tho symptoms 
are not accurately described by the verna- 
cular pross. §o far as we can learn, the 
malady commences with acute prin in the 
abdominal regions, high fever is devoloped, 
and within twenty hours from the time of 
seizure doath, in s majority of cases, en- 
sues. Tho disoase appears to be of an epi- 
demic character. It has visited six villages. 
In the villago of Ota. 26 persona wera at- 
tacked aud 16 died ; in Nag.saki, 27 ware 
attacked and 20 died ; in Ashiys there was 
one case, not fatal; in Sajima, there were 
4, of which 3 onded fatally ; in Oxino, 2 
were attacked and 1 diod; in Asayu, one 
non-fatal geizaré occurred. ‘The total 
number of oases betwoon tho 2th and tbe 
80th of March was 66, and the deaths 40, 
The rate of mottality thus excoods that of 
cholera, and the malady is do:cribed os 
even more tertible thaa the latter, Thea 
raong attacked are, for the most part, 
from 6 to 20 years of age. We read in the 
Jiji Shimpé that a visit_was paid to the 
infected district by Dr Fukuda, Saperin- 
tendent of the Yokvuhama Juzen Hopital. 
and by Dr Eldridge, but that they did not 
pronounce positively as to tho nature of 
the malady. In Tokyo an’opinion prevails 
that either fish or water is responsible, but 
this seems ty be purely a conjecture,’ The 
same paper of the 3rd says: —* The epidemic 
prevailing in the Miura district has been 
pronounced by Dr Eldridge to be a form 
of typhus fever. It differs somewhat from 
ordinary typhus, but there is no doubt of 
its close affinity to that terrible disease. 
Medical experts ara Of-opinion that the 
cause of tle trouble is to be found in the 
use of bad rice, but further investigations 
are needed to clear up that point.’
